McGRAW TOOK A CHANCE-WON

NEW YORK—<By United Press)—Altbo the result* tre often 


painful, tbere are some ad*anUgeg in finding out the full capablll 
ties of a young athlete. In professional sports, where so much de- 
pends upon building a good foundation, it is the accepted privilege 
of a manager to bring youngsters along by adherence to a nursing 
program In which th' hard spots are reached by gradual degree*. 


John .McGraw, whose success in baseball has made his theorlei 


oue of the accepted rules of the game, said once that even a finishec 
product from the minor leagues needed at least one season upon a 
major league bench before he was ready for the big-time. 


The Giant manager caused veteran writers and old-time fans to 


hold court on him when b« started three rookies pitching during the 
first week ot the pennant race. The verdict had to be returned in 
favor of McGraw, however, as the youngsters got by with the games. 


Co in men ting about it later McGraw said that he had to find out 


what they could do and the only way he could do it was by shoving 
them in anl letting them take it. 


In the second game of the season, McGraw started Weyland 


Dean, a youngster who had never seen a big league park before. 
He 


got smacked for two home runs in the first inning, but he didn't lose 
heart and won his game. 
McGraw then turned to Virgil Barnes, 


who had gone thru the bench duty for two seasons and he turned 
his game. 
Walter Huntzihger, a boy just a year away from the 


University of Pennsylvania, then got his call, and he delivered. 


The result), of course, were highly successful, not only in the 


games won and lost, but in the confidence that was instilled in the 
youngsters by getting recognition from the manager and by making 


ood. 
The result:, also had a psychological effect upon the whole 


team, who played their hearts out to encourage the youngsters.

McGraw is the greatest gambler i" the business. He took a long 


chance when h-> sent Dave Bancroft away to the Boston Braves, and 
told youn*; Travis Jackson that he was good enough to play shortstop 
on a champion team. Jackson had the test put to hini last summer 
In the heat of a close pennant race, and he made good. 
McGraw, in 


that case, however, had no option. He had to call on Jackson when 
Bancroft got pneumonia, because he had no other substitute avail- 
able. 


If a youngster fails the first time he is called to go to the bat 


in a pinch or the first time that he is asked to take the box or a 
place in the field, the reaction is purely mental and he can be brought 
out of it, but a young boxer under the same circumstances may be 
ruined permanently. 


The process of making a boxer is slow and tedious and has little 


monetary compensation. The temptation to fin/1 out what chances a 
youngster has for the big dough has caused many managers to try 
to jump the grade school stage of training and hurry their charges 
into educated company without the necessary training.

The niost recent example of the danger in asking a youngster 


to take it too quickly was that of Paul Berlenbach, the young New 
York middleweight. 


Berlenbach had ten professional fights in which he had shown 


class that marked him as one of the finest ring prospects brought out. 
Without granting him the right to learn the racket, the public forced 
him into a match with Jack Delaney. a fighter the first-class middle- 
weights had been regarding as poison, and it was only natural that 
Berlenbach should-lose. 


Another young fighter in the same position might have been 


heart-broken or at least discouraged, but Berlenbach was smart 
enough to know that it was not his fault and game enough to figure 
that it was a piece of valuable experience for him and that he was all 
the better for it. 


Berlenbach said he felt like he was a bush-leaguer facing major 


league pitching for the first time, and that all he knew lion- to do 
was swing a home-run swing that couldn't connect.

fooled again that way, he said.
